Claims 3-12 and 19-21 are pending in this application. Claims 3-12 and

REJECTION OF CLAIMS UNDER 35 U.S.C. §101 

Claims 3-12 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101, because 
according to the Examiner, the claims as written do not sufficiently distinguish 
nucleotide molecules and host cells from naturally occurring nucleotide molecules and 
host cells. 

In response, Applicants have amended claims 8 and 19 by adding the 
word "isolated" before "nucleotide molecule" in claim 8 and before "host cell" in claim 19, 
as suggested by the Examiner. Applicants respectfully submit that these amendments 
overcome the §101 rejection. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the 
Examiner withdraw this rejection. 

REJECTION OF THE CLAIMS UNDER 35 U.S.C. S112, first paragraph 

Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification is such a way as 
to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains to make or use the invention. 
According to the Examiner, the claims read on a cell in a transgenic animal. 

In response, Applicants respectfully submit that the §112, first paragraph 
rejection is rendered moot by the amendment to claim 8 adding the word "isolated" 
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before the phrase "host cell", as suggested by the Examiner. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw this ground of rejection. 


In view of the amendments and remarks above, Applicants respectfully 


request withdrawal of the Examiner's grounds of rejection and allowance of the pending 
claims.
